Messrs, H. 8, King and Co., thereupon 
mado strong representations to the authori- 
tief as tothe hardship of forcing open 6 
travellor’s packages oud examining them in 
the absence of their owner or his appointed 
agents. The Oustoms authorities, having 
taken into consideration the annoyance and 
frequent loss which arose from thia harsh 
application of the regulations, have declared 
to the effect that baggage brought from ports 
east uf Aden, though transhipped at Mar- 
seilles and Gonos, may remain on arrival 
unexamined for three months.

This Ordinunce, No, 4 of 1863, 
was repedled by-Ordiuance 18 of 1886 in 
consequence of Stunceutter's Jaland having 
ceused to be used aga penal settlement, and 
tho restriction which formerly existed 
against people landing on the island was 
thoroupon removed, except so far as Ordi 
nance 12 of 1856. could be considored 18 
forbidding any person from landing. At 
the furmer bearing of this casa [ was 
of opinion that Ordinanoe 12 of 1856 
did havo that effect, but I am now 
quite clear that such opinion waa wrong, 
and that the Ordinance cannot apply 
in this case. Neither do I think 
that the notification which was inserted in

During tho: past week the Kyang Puo in

Tho Prefects and Magis- 
trates of difforent classes, which form tho 
administrative body of the provincial 
bureaucracy, charged. us they are with the 
exercise of all the direct fanotions of public 
administration, are ordinarily alluded to ne 
tho father aud mother of the people, stand. 
ing as they do in luce parentis towards their 
subjects. These offigera, more thin the 
Higher Officials, issue proclamations pro- 
hiditory os we.l as conitery which furnish 
the exponents vf the intentions of the Go 
vermment, and these proclamations are in 
many instances mere perfunctory obsev- 
ances of old custom or precedent and do 
not constitute any clear proof of any zonal 
ou the part of the official concerned to safe- 
guard the interest and safity of the thous- 
anda entrusted ty his care or'to administer 
jnstice in an upright and equitable manner.
